; eral assembly. 
The law provides 
{ a salary of *1200 a year and ex- 
! penses for deputies, of whom there 
J are three. 
The old law contemplated the 
j collection of hotel inspection fees, 
! with which the 
departm ent 
wras 
. 'maintain*1*!. 
The deputies wrent 
I about tho state, visiting all hotels 
! and boarding houses 
once 
each 
year, collecting a fee for the is­ 
suance of a certificate of inspec­ 
tion. The failure of the hotel pro­ 
prietor to pay the fee resulted in 
the refusal of deputies to issue 
the certificate of inspection and 
the hotel man was subject to a r­ 
rest . 
The new law provides for the 
payment of i license fro not later 
than June I each 
year 
in 
lieu 
*of the former inspection fees. 
It 
likewise provides for only inspec­ 
tion and not collection of fees by 
‘.he deputies. 
The now law became effective 
.Tune I, 1917, and to 
date 
hotel 
keepers ;>ro in arrears $4,800 in 
fluor remittances for licenses. Dur­ 
ing the month of August only $r>8 
was received. 
Inspector Diekbrader wrote let­ 
ters to tim hotel keepers, hut lit­ 
tle money for licenses was turned 
into the department fund as a re­ 
sult. 
Ho then wrote prosecuting at­ 
torneys, according to a deputy, and 
requested them to institute prose­ 
cutions to compel the hotel men 
to remit, hut that, too, produced 
meager financial returns. The pros­ 
ecutors act only upon formal com
